water. No doubt many begin alieady to fee. 
unusual pains and aches, which they attribute 
to the effects of the subiile, lurking poison which 
they have been swallowing for months past. 

Now the failure to realize the benefits which 
were expecied to accrue irom the half million 
of dollars ex pended ostensibiy for water supply, 
should not be made to to:ture our people with 
alarm. Mercy upon us, we wi.lsufler enough in 
another way before the water bonds are can- 
celed. without being told we are to die from 
poison! Th» inhabitants of the central portion 
of Atlauta, so far asany of us can see or learn, 
is one of the healthiest portions of this 
globe. Take the same number of 
people on the most salubrious portions of Geor- 
gia or elsewhere, and those on ua half mile 
fquare in the center of Atlanta will compare 
favorably with them. 

From yeariy observations of the writer there 
was a much greater amount of sickness, and o; 
@ more malignant character twenty~five years 
ago than has ever been since. Forafew years 
past there has been sporadic cases of typhoid 
and other fevers, but these cases are 
more frequently found in the surround- 
ings, anc not in poisoned center of 
the _ city. The chiils etc, which 
occurred after the war for a few years were com- 
monon the highest, and usually the most 
healthy places in various parts of the state. If 
the poison ‘taken from wells in the city produced 
that di ease it hescertuinly been exhausted, for 
there has been but littie in five years, and tnet 
little found away from the centerof the city, 
unless contracted in other localities. We want 
the water eupp'y made clear, so that it will an- 
swer for washing and drinking purposes, but 
we prefer dot being scared to death [or it.

MANCHESTER, May 12. 

A Ruschuk dispatch to the Guardian, 
dated Thursday, says that from the depreda- 
tigns being made on both sides, it ts plain that 
the time for action on the Danube ix close at 
hand. The Russians evidently intend to open 
fire on the Turkish positions along the line, 
under cover of an overwhelming ariillery fire 
and attempt to cross the river at seyeral points 
simultaneously. 

Notice has just been given by the military 
authorities here that the Russian batteries on 
the opposite bank of the Giurgevo may com- 
mence firing on this town and fortress at any 
moment. 

For the last two days the Russians have been 
establishing batterieson the left bank, from 
which s bombardment can be directed upon 
the foris and town of Ruschuk, and the station 
of the Varna railroad, which has a terminus 
here, and I belieye these batteries will open fire 
to-morrow. The Turkish fortresses on the 
Danube are in admirabie or ier, and are well 
prepared to withstand an attack.

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ARDAHAN AND ERZEROUM. 


The Rassians Beconsidering Some 
Parts of their Campaigna—A Sigvifi- 
caat Point. 

Lonpon, May 12. 
A Vienna dispatch to the Times says: 
According to the latest telegrams from Asia Mi- 
nor, all seems to be still in a state of prepara- 
tion forthe concentrated movement on Erze- 
roum. The Russians seem to be siill feeling 
their way. Possibly at the last moment some 
doubt may come over them as to 
whether it WAS quite advisable 
to leave Kars and Ardahan in theirrear, merely 
investing them with corps of observation, thus 
weakening their ficid army too much. The 
coup-de-main with field guns not baving suc- 
ceeded at Kars, they may now try to reduce 
Ardahan, against which, according to intelli- 
gence received from Tiflis in the Presse, serious

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FROM THES FRONT. 
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Sixty thousand infantry haye been 
sent from Tashkend to reinforce the 
Russian garrisons in Central Asia.

There 
are heavy movements of Russian 
troops to the westward of Ibrail, indi- 
cating an intention of occupying the 
whole Koumanian bank of the Danube. 
Nothing in Russian movements to indi- 
cate the points where they will attempt 
to cross. 

The Roumanian senate is yet unde- 
cided on the question of a declaration 
of independence. 

The ‘Times’ Bucharest correspon- 
dence also reports the sinking of a 
Turkish monitor, with three funnels, 
commanded by Hassen Bey. The dis- 
patches so far received do not report 
whether any one on board was saved. 

Paris, May 12.—The memorial of the 
diplomatique says that the British and 
Austrian cabinets have agreed on the 
terms of the protest to be sent to the 
Russian government against any at- 
temptat a declaration of independence 
by Roumania. The draftof the pro- 
test has been communicated by the 
earl of Derby to Marquis of Harcourt, 
the French ambassador at London. 

Lonpon, May 12.—Dispatches to 
the Daily Telegraph from Batoum, 
dated Thursday evening, says no se- 
rious engagement bas taken place 
since the battle of Tchurukschu, but 
every day Bazourk riflemen fire upon 
Russian outposts inflicting a consider- 
able loss. 

Lonpon, May 12.—Later telegrams 
from Bucharest give the debate in 
the chamber of deputies yesterday, 
and the statements of the ministers 
show that the vote of the chamber 
passing the resclution declaring that as 
Turkey has severed all bonds between 
herself and Roumania by unprovoked 
outrages along the Danube, the min- 
istry shail be empowered to take such 
steps as they see fit.

Crumbling of the Towering Wallis 
and Crushing Out of HB u- 
man Lives. 
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A Tragedy that Sprang from an In- 
competent Architect and a 
Blandering Batider. 
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Mothers and Wives Weeping for their 
Mangled Dead.

and the interior walls of the structure 
came crushing down with a terrible 
crash that was heard nearly a mile 
away. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING, 


A brief description of the structure 
will aid in understanding the accident. 
The style of the bullding is the French- 
Venetian of the Renaissance design, 
by Henry L. May, of Chicago. The 
coutract for the building was let to W. 
D. Richardson, of Springfield, who, in 
the —— of 1876, began work. It has 
two pavilliohs and a center dome ver 
tne tront entrance. The two ; avil- 
lions on each rise about thirty ieet 
above the level of the cornice. The 
dome is 119 feet from the ground and 
supported by the front wails on the 
north side and two iron columns from 
ten to twelve inches wide on the inner 
side. These columns rest on a brick 
wall going up from the ground floor to 
the floor of the court room. The walls 
were about thirty feet bigh, and, it 
appears, were entirely in uate to 
hoid the immense weigh: of the iron 
pillars and the massive masonry of the 
dome which rested onthe pillars. On 
the top of the iron columns was a 
wrought iron girder, on which was laid 
the veneer and brick of the dome. 


HOW IT FELL, 


It appears that the lower brick 
walls were crushed by the weight of 
the upper masonry and crambi 
so m rotten mortar, bringing with 
it the entire enterior of the building 
and takieg all the rafters.

| world, $5.000,000,000; Great Britain 
upon the next largest $3,925,296 585; 
Italy upon the next largest $1,951,522.- 
640; Russia next upon $1,840,033,915 
Then comes the United States, tollow- 
ed closely by Austria avd bankrupt 
Turkey. But the United States with 
a less population than Germany, has 
more miles of railways than Russia, 
Turkey, Austria, Great Britain, France 
end Italy combined—nearly five 
thousand miles more.

Editors Constitution: I sve in your 
paper a.etier irom General Toombs 
advocating the call of a convention. 
He says, as he always does when he 
talks much, some sensible things, and 
often a good deal of baiderdash. There 
is a good deal of this latter stuff in the 
letter referred to. 

He labored jealously for a convention 
in 1860, and when it assembled, did 
more than any man in Georgia in se- 
curing the passage of the ordinance of 
secession, and this action was tne root 
from which all evils we now complain 
have sprung. If he made a mistake in 
advocating. a convention, then he is 
not infallible now. That convention 
was composed of the best men in 
Georgia,and yet its work resulted in the 
ruining of our state. It helped to bring 
on the war and caused the death of 
thousands of our people, the loss of 
nearly all our property, left the state 
full of widowa and orphans, and filled 
the entire country with one armed and 
one legged men who will have to be 
taxed to aid in paying a set of politi- 
cians who make but littie at home, $8 
or $9 per day and 25 cente mileage to 
make long winded speeches in the 
convention that General Toombs is now 
laborirg to have assembled. What 
need can there be forsuch a convention? 
li one were necessary, such mer as A 
H. Stephens, B H. Hill, John B. Gor- 
don, Joseph E. Brown, H. V. Johanson, 
Uharles J. Jenkins ana others would 
advocate the call. These men would 
sound the alarm if danger to the peo- 
ple of Georgia wis approaching. They 
are quiet, not advising any such con- 
vention. My understanding is that 
most, if not all of there gen- 
tlemen, are opposed to caliing a con- 
vention now. We got into serious 
trouble once by tampering with the 
state’s relations to the federal govern 
ment under the leadership of General 
Toombs, and we should be slow to 
tollow him in experiments and un- 
known waters.

Ali the officers have 
been elected by our people, and mat- 
ters, so far as I know, are getting along 
very well, and we had better let well 
enough alone by going to the pollsand 
voting against convention. This cer- 
tainly is the safer course.

4 LEAF FROM THE WAR HISTORY 
OF CHATTANOOGA. 


Frave M. Paul’s First Venture—A 
Dash fer Fame. and a Landing 
Upen the Shores of the Newsman’s 
Sweetest Dreams-—The Men who 
“ieided the Puangent Pens—-A 
Graphic Chapter in American News 
paper Histery. 


Yesterday the enterprising citv of 
Chattanooga gave birth to a brano new daily 
journal—a promising sdjunct to the public spirit 
and progressing agencies of that community 
At the first blush this tact of anew daily in so 
small a southern city aypears like a declaration 
of war,since the ides is rapidly approaching the 
status of an accepted axiom that two daily 
papers caunot live upon the support afforded 
them in such circumscribed limits The new 
*-Dispatch,”” however, looks forward to a differ- 
ent life and proposes for itself a field and a 
future thatan‘agonises no one and makes an 
internecine struggle for sustenance and life im- 
possible. 


* TWO PAPERS BOTH DAILY," 
will therefore be another boast of the Chatta- 
noogians, and upon their shoulders, as fully a- 
upou those of the proprietors, will depend the 
suceess of the enterprises. The “Times” has 
heretofore very fairly illustraid the city and in 
mapy instances performed valuable journalis- 
‘ic work for the good of its people. It has a» 
ablyand co-workeria the ‘“Dispatch,’’ which 
will tendto strengthen the hands and enhance 
the labors of bi ta. 
A VO!.UME OF WAR HISTORY 
is recalled from its unwritten remembrance by 
the fact of this newspaper's birth. There is 
hardlyamap, womanor youth inthe whole 
south who couid appreciate his surroundings 
during the dark period between '62 and ‘65 wao 
will not recoliect many of the facts which we 
propose io write down here. They were things 
which in that day, were of the shapeof ex- 
ploits and were applauded from one end of 
Dixie to the other.

Wilson and his federal cavalry captured the 
town end the “Rebel” together. The original 
mat¢rial had been divided in Macdh, and stored 
in two different houses, a long distance apart, 
bat in one futal night both houses burned to the 
ground, and it was lost. The establishment at 
Selma was one of the completest in the south 
at the time. 
A “REBEL” HOLOCAUST 

was made of the concern in the streets of S2)ma 
by the Wilson raiders They burned everything 
about the office in a biz bon fire in the street, 
rifling eyery box and g*thering up every #crap 
of paper. The only complete files of the paper 
—threein number were burued, The federals 
darced around the flimes in great gle and 
seemed to think thatiuey hed thus gained, in 
the Cestruction of the ‘the most signal victory 
of the war,”’

GREAT LCSS TO HISTORY, 

since the most strenuous efforts since the war 
bave failed in supplying any cousiderable por- 
tion of the issues. Mr. Paui has only a few 
dozen copies saved by the care of his estimable 
wife, who had them put away among her per- 
sonal baggage. 
The “Rebel” contained a full series of letters, 
written by Col. M, OC, Gallawzy, 
of the Memphis Appeal, who went upon 
General Forest’s staff as a volunteer aid, and 
with the particular object of keeping up a relia 
ble and continuous history of that celebrated 
corps, led by the gallant Forest. When the “Life 
and Can.paigns of General Fo est’ were being 
written some years ago as much as $!,0(0 was 
offered for a file of these lettre. They would 
be a most valuable addition to the true history 
of the cavalry campsiznsof the late war. 
The “Rebel” alro had correspondents iu every 
Tenneesee regiment in the army of Tenncssee, 
each oof whom kept up a  con- 
tinuous account of the move 
ments and operations of hisregiment These 
papers would now be of the utmost vaiue, bu’ 
they seem lost Jorever. 

ORDERED OUT OF THE ARMY. 
While Gen. Bragg was in command of the 
army the “‘Rebel’’ often contained very severe 
strictures upon bis course. The paper was in 
accord with Davis’ a‘ ministration and did not 
desire to do aught to obstruct the complete 
success of the Contederate cause, but Henry 
Watterson hated Bragg with all thecordiulity of 
his nature and never failed to improve an op 
portunity to rap the sensitive and ca~ 
pricicus general over the sconce. He finally 
came to the front as the advocate outright of 
the removal of Bragg from command and the 
substitution of Joe Johnson. Bragg charged 
the “Rebel’’ with attempting to break down 
the organization of the army and with being 
in the interest of the enemy. Its enterprise in 
giving army news was tortured bv him into

A MODEL FARM 

During our visit to Madison we visited the 
emall farm of Mr. E. Heyser, near that place 
He hss twenty-two acres, and it was originally 
.n old worn-out fleld,with a branch and several 
small springs of water on it, and judging from 
the appearance of some of the surrounding land, 
and from what we heard about it. was as un- 
inviting in appearance and as pocr as any in 
the county.

He will make more 
clear money ou this twenty-two acres than 
many farmers do in the state on five hundred 
His milch cows~—three in number—are the 
best in the county, and are well cared for He 
will make as much money from thcm as many 
farmers do on their crops. 3 
On inquiring of him when and why he hap. 
pened to come south, he informed me that he 
belouged toa religious denomination in Penn- 
sylvania known as Dunkards. They do not 
believe in war, ava hence had nothing to do 
with it Soon after it closed the question was 
discussed among the members of his church 
about sending some ope south to teach the 
negro s. They considered it a religious duty, 
and he came for that purpose, and he settled in 
Morgan county and engged in teaching a negro 
echool, but was aiterwards elected clerk of the 
superior court—a much more desirable office— 
aud has held this-office continuously since 1868 
He gives general satisfaction to both whites and 
blacks, and as far as we can learn has the con 
fidence and respect of the people of the county.

We are well satisfied that the influx of these 
northern people has been of great service to 
this county.. The average value of the land bas

THE MEN OF MORGAN. 


AN INTHRESTING CHAPTER IN 
HASTOBY, 


A Model Settlement in morgan—The 
Men Who Compose It, and What 
They are Doing. 


Morgan county, before the war, was 
the centre of the most fertile and prosperous 
part of middie Georgia, Madison, the county 
seat, was a wealthy and elegant town, with 
about fifteen hundred inhabitants—and many 
of the planters who owned large plantations in 
the surrounding country lived there in ease and 
comfort, It was noted for the generous hospi- 
tality of itscitizens.and no part of the south had 
@ more intelligent aud refined peop'e. The 
warc*me, aud the people losta large part of 
their property, forit was composed chiefly ot 
land and negroes ~ fully four-fifths was rendered 
worthless by the result of tue war, and with 
many of them, who were 1n debt, all was iost. 
THE OLD WAY. 

The peculiar style of farming in vogue before 
the war, of clearing land «very year, and turn 
ing out old fielGs, had covered this rich and 
fertile country with red, barien sedge fields and 
pine thickets. While theré is still large tracts 
of forest and many acres of land in the county 
that have ever been cultivated, it is true that 
the system of farming above a)luded to was not 
calculated to add tothe material wealth of the 
state, as these pianters wou'd eaeh year invest 
their profits in negroes, and pay but little if any 
attention to the impiovement of the soil. 
A few days since we visited Madison on busi- 
ness, apd were gratified to see that quite a 
remarkable change has taken place in ihe 
county of Morgan. It isa fact known to many 
of our readers that this county hasa large num* 
ber of farmers who have moved from the north 
and settled there since the war The large 
planta ions are rapidly being divided up into 
small farms; fruits of various kinds planted. 
and a remarkable fact demonstrated—that this 
pitt of the state will yield the finest hay in the 
United States. The men from the north. as far 
as wecould learn, who have settled here are 
industrious and energetic men, and while they 
had some inconvenience at first on account of 
not being acquainted with the soil and climate 
they are now in a very prosperous condition, 
and are making money. 

THE FARMERS FROM THE NORTH. 
These farmers from the north are introducing 
new systems of farming, and instea‘ of looking 
alone to. cotton, they are raising fruit,cattle,sheep 
and supply the market with hay. Taeirsurplus, 
or as they cail it, their money crop, is cotion 
This kind of farming wiil pay in any part of ihe 
state, and we predict that th ecounty of Morgap 
wiil in a few years agaiu be the centre of a nch 
population. 
The northern farmers have organized a 
jarmers’s club, and have oae hundred and forty 
active members, meet once a month, and dis- 
cuss Various su! jects relating w their business. 
At each meeting a member is elected by ballot 
to deliver an essay on avy subject he mav seicct 
at the next meeting, aud they then determiae 
the question to be discussed by the club at the 
next meeting 
Mr. W. H. Thurman was ele ‘at the last 
meeiing to deliver an essay at the/next, and has 
selected as his subject “Fruit Raising.” 
A majority of the members of this club now 
are southern men, who have seen\the great ad-

The slightest miscalculation—a 
moment of forgetfulness—a puff of steam too 
much—is sufficient to precipitate a dire mishap. 
You who travel on railroads ar little used to 
allow your minds todwell upun the dusty man in 
whose biackencd bands your safety iies 
Leaning placidly back in an elegantly furnished 
parior car it would be unpleasant to you to 
conjure up the ghastly probabilities that signal 
you at every curveand that gather thick and 
ominous at every crossing Ah no! The sub- 
ject would be unpleasant. You prefer to allow 
your thoughts to rhyme and 
chime to the rhythmical clatter 
of the wheels beneath you until finally every 
idea that you have conforms itself to the mo- 
notonous and yet no* unpleasant ‘‘cluckity- 
clickerty—clockity-cluckity” of the machinery 
beneath you. For aught you know Death may 
be waving his scarlet flag just beyoad;but what 
edds? Is there nota man employedto watch 
these Lhings for you? 

TOM BUSSEY, 

But I was talkiugof Tom Bussey. I was in- 
veigled by ap exc2edingly kind note of tuvita 
tion from B. W. Wrenn, and the solicitations ci 
numerous tellow sufferers from Savanna? who 
were driven from their homes by the presence 
of the yellow fever plague, to accompany an 
excursion to Chattanooga, The schedule was 
advertised as an exceptional one, 
and I might as well BAY just here 
that it wasexceptional. The time made was a 
little beyond anything I have experienced be 
fore or since, save when Ned Purcell, on 4 
memorable occasion, rushed a delayed train 
thioigh from Dearing to Atlanta.
